Temperance  Legislation. 

The  following  are  among  the  impor¬ 
tant  features  of  the  Compromise  on  the 
liquor  question  recently  introduced  in 
the  Legislature.  In  townships  or  cities 
having  by  the  census  preceding  the 
granting  of  suoh  licenses  a  population 
of  n<»t  more  than  3000  the  license  fee 
•luill  ijiot  l>e  less  than  $100.  In  towns 
of  over  3000  and  not  exceeding  10000 
the  fee  shall  be  $150.  In  towns  e*- 
ling  10,000  a  fee  of  $250  will  be 
charged.  No  license  is  to  lie  granted 
for  4  longer  period  than  one  year. 
The  usual  clauses  relating  to  selling 
on  Sunday,  or  to  minors,  confirmed 
inebriates,  etc.,  are  included  in  the 
measure.  The  penalty  for  the  first 
ifife tike  against  uny  of  these  rules  is 
the  revoking  of  the  license  for  the 
space  of  one  year.  A  second  offense 
iisqualifies  the  offender  from  over  ob¬ 
taining  a  license  in  this  State.  No 
license  shall  be  granted  to  sell  rnidt  or 
pivitjiums  liquors  to  be  drank  on  the 
promises  in  any  store  or  place  in 
•h  any  other  mercantile  business 
is  carried  onr. 

By  the  local  option  feature  of  the 
Dili,  upon  a  petition  signed  l»y  one- 
tenth  of  the  legal  voters  of  any  coun 
y,  presented  to  the  Circuit  Court,  an 
lection  shall  be  held  upon  the  ques¬ 
tion  ‘r  for,”  or  “against,  the  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicating  liquor.”  A  majority  vote 
•ast  agaiust  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  renders  it  unlawful,  after  sixty 
lays  from  such  election,  for  any  per- 
m  within  the  county  to  sell  or  ex- 
\MtHo.  for  sale  “any  alcoholic,  vinous, 
spirituous,  malt  or  intoxicating  liquor” 
excepting  the  sale  by  druggists,  for 
medicjiual,  sacramental  and  manufact¬ 
uring  ^purposes.
